Pleads With Oongressnu-ni

for $500,000 to Re-
move Reef,

CITY AFTER WATERFRONT

Terminal Projects Will Cost
Millions and Will Bring
More Commerce Here.

WasHiNoToN, Jan, 13.—Mayor Mitchel
of New York appearsd before the Com-
mittee on Rivers and Harbors of the
House to-day to urge the appropriation
by Congress of $500,000 for the removal

of Coenties reef from the East River.
The Mavor sald that under his adminis-
tration the New York ity guvernment

would adopt some form of an agreement
with the New York Ceniral rallroad for
the development of it rull tacilities which
will result in the establishiment of marine
terminals on the west side of Manhattan
1sland from the Battery north

In addition, he sald, a plan ultimately
will be adopted for the acquisition by the
ety of the whole waterfront under pro-
vislons which wili make *this terminal
symtem self-supporting. He described an-
other project f[or connecting by tunnels
under the Hudson River the terminals of
the projeéted New York Central extenslon
with lines runuing to the jersey meadows,

“The new subway running from White-
hall strect to Montague street In Hrooklyn
wpder the East River will puss directly
upder Coenties reef,” <ald Mavor Mitchel
“The excavation of the reef will be car-
ried down to the thiry -tive foot level,

“That can be done in the future only at
swch Imminent risk (o the =ubway 1o be
constructed under the reef ar o be a tre-
mendous hazard to lfe Wwhen the tubes
are in operation or at the best to the en-
thre property, Now York ity and private
vapital combined are apending §300,000,-
000 on our new Bubways.

“The city's contribution te that sum is
large. These tubes are an Integral aud
necessary part of this general plan and
will rest right under Coenties reef at o
given depth. The rock roofs of  these
tubes would be reduced in tearine out this
passage.

“In doing that the drilled holes would
&0 down over that rocky roof to a depth
Lringing them within ght or ten feet of
the actual roof of the tube. A blust of
dynamite set off at that polnt over the
tubes, the engineers think, would expend
swn force downward and destroy the rocky
rool of the subway tube,

Ready to Ask for Bids,

“We are abowt ready,” the Muayor cone
tinued, “to ndvertise for contracts fur the
construction of these tubes. ey are Lo

ba completed in three wnd one-halfl years
1f this Coentles Reef removal la allowed
to walt ahother vear the construction of
the subway will probably have rcached a
point where excavation would be o great
menace to the tubes.

“The $5300,000 we now ask will protect
the tubss und also ships ugalnst the most
menacing conditions on Diumond Reef,”

“Appropriations for rivers and harbors
amounted to F627.000,000 up to 1911, of
which New York Stuwe's shure was 31,-

only 6 2-3 per cent. of the total appropri-
atlon for the natlon That forty.one
mollllons includes the Ambrose Channel
work and the New York luke ports. For
New York oity alone the total river and
barbor Improvements aggregated about 2
per cent. of the total,

“New York has not recelved her Just
share because she enjoyed greater nutural
advantages than other ports, We have
new come to the time when we cannot
longer rely upon such natural advantuges
apd when It {8 necessary to tale steps to
develop the port to meet the needs of
comimerce."”

That project
is costing the city $4,000,000

pet us in direct rall touch with the entire
territory of the T'nited Etates over the
ralls of the New York Central.

“In addition the city will aectively con-
gider the probabllity of bringing rall tun.

nels under the Hudson River from the
Jorsey meadows to connect with the rulil
terminals which the city will uitimately

construct on the west slde of Manhattan
Island in order to bring the Jersey rail-
roads and all the territory of the United
States over these rallroads into direct rall
touch with the west slde of Manhattan
Island and the marine terminals to be
constructed there

“The project of the New York Contral
Rallroad as now planned will involve an
expenditure of ubout $40,000,000, and to
that project the city will conlribute u cer-
tain proportion,

“The clty has inftinted also a great ter-
minal Improvement in South Brooklyn,
where it {8 proposed that the eity shall ultl-
mately acquire wll rall fuctlitles along the
waterfront from Bixty-tlilrd street to the
Hrooklyn Bridge.

A part
of tAat plan involves the acquisition of
the whole waterfront under n plan that
will muke it self-sustalning and not in.

speaking. it 18 the citv'm poliey to acquire
ita waterfront, to own and control It, and
alther operate it itself or secure I8 opera-
tlon under such striet municipal econtrol
e o insure against monopoly or dis-
crimination in riutes or services."

“That,” Interjected Chalrman Sparks
man, "8 an important point with this
committee, 8o us o make sure thnt when
the Goveinment develops o harbor private
companies canpnot oblain o monopoly in
the matter of charges*

In answer to a question, Mayor Mitehel
sald: ¢ York city now owne or con-
trols more than 50 per cent. of Its water
front.”  Representative Bmall asked him
to state Lis attitude toward leasing water-
front facilities to private persons.

Protecting the Cliy,

“We are protecting the city at every
point,” the Mayor replied, "against losing
control of it waterfront facllities, and
we are putting in restrietlons that give
the Dock Commissioner and Sinking Fund
Commissioner striet control. All the leases
made within the last four years have cons
talned a clouse giving such control.  The
old leases made some years ago d'd not
give such control

“To-day the policy i« to acquire
control af these facllittes as rapldly as
posgihle, Some  of these unrestricted
leases have twenty or thirty yvears to run.’

“Meanwhile,” inquired Mr. Small, “you

“With the opening of the Erle Canal
there will be an enormous Increase in
barge traffic, as o result of which it will
be absolutely necessary to have that con-
nection from the Hudson to the East
River to provide a safe and short con-
nection,

“All these barges will have to go ah
the way down the Hudson River and
around the Battery through waters now
already  tremendously  congested  with
traffic, or else they will have to go
down through the Hariem River into the
very vortex of Hell date.

“The danger and menace of that route
is mo great that It (s practically impos-
¥ible, and the tugboat or barge captain
would prefer to go wround by the Hat-
tery If this improvemsnt & not made.
It is proposed to deepen the Harlem kills
clghteen feet and also to stralghten the
channel of the Ship Canal very close to
its mouth ut the Huds=on River and thus
provide a straight and simple poassage
from the Huwdron to the East River

“That wonld Snormous coms
mercial  saving That shorter passagy
would mean the opening of the waters
front of The Hronx to the Frie harge
canal truffi The city has appropriated
FLISO000 toward that Improvemsnt,”

The door of Vice-Principal Walter E.
Foster's office on the second floor of the
Btuyvesant High School, Fifteenth street
and Trving place, was burst open about
2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon and out
came George Harder, the seventeen-year-
old son of Jullus I*.
